Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this appUcation has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on 28 April 2010 has been entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 28 April 2010 was filed after 
the mailing date of the Notice of Allowance on 9 April 2010. The submission is in compliance 
with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being 
considered by the examiner. 

3. The examiner notes that the reference cited (Cite JV" 20 of US Patent Documents) in the 
instant IDS; US Patent 6,630,096 is not issued to Inoue et al, but rather is drawn to a "Multi- 
Stage Forming Drum Commutator" issued to Venturino et al. The examiner notes that that US 
Patent 6,320,096 issued to Inoue et al drawn to "Disposable Training Pants for Infants with 
Wetness Indicator" has been considered by the examiner and made of record. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. Claims 7-12 are allowed. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
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6. The prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest to one of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time the invention was made, in combination with all of the other limitations of the claims, 
a wetness sensation member in combination with a visible highlighting indicating a presence of 
the wetness sensation member wherein the visible highlighting comprises an ink-printed pattern 
and the appearance of the visible highlighting is substantially unchanged upon wetting of the 
wetness sensation member. 

7. The combination of these features as specifically recited in independent claim 7 renders 
the claimed invention nonobvious over the prior art of record. Claims 8-12 are allowable as 

being dependent from independent claim 7.
